Why Prather as Intermediary. 

Griesedieck said Prather ex- 
plained te him why Heber Nations 
did not wish to deal directly with 
Griesedieck. Prather, in his testi- 
mony, said Nations had made this 
explanation to him. Prather’s ver- 
sion of this was: 

“Heber said he didn’t want to 
do business with Griesedieck, be- 
cause, he said, he was already do- 
ing business with one brewery in 
St. Louis; and in. case anything 
blew up, he didn’t want two brew- 
ers testifying against him. He 
wanted to be able to say he had 


never had anything to do with 
Griesedicck.”’ = 
Griesedieck also related that 


Prather explained to him how 
Nations was able to afford “pro- 
tection” to him. Prather told him.
